The others pass through four 
clarifiers and filters, running cross­ 
wise of the machine under the 
chassis, and the impurities are re­ 
moved and washed out in water con­ 
densed from the steam. Prom the j 
clarifiers the gases go to the engine 
and are ignited by spark in the 
same manner as gasoline. 
The weight of the fuel is two and 
a half to three times that of gaso­ 
line. Refueling is necessary every 
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five hours. The attachment is ap­ 
plicable to airplane engines but the 
added weight would materially re­ 
duce tfce cruising radius of a plane.
